Pittsburgh, June 10.—(VP)—The Steel 
Workers organizing committee won 
its most impressive collective bar­ 
gaining election victory tonight, a, 90 
per cent margin of all votes cast in 
the two nearby plants of the Pitts 
burgh Steel Corporation. 


The total, vote for the John L. 
Lewis union, 
o n , the question of 
whether the men' wanted it to rep 
resent them in negbtiations with the 
company, was 5,287 “yes” and 645 
"no.” 


In the plant at Monesèen, 3,536 
workers voted "yes” and 490 votsd 
"no.” 
At the Allenport f*Mill, 1,751 
voted “yes" and 155 “no.” 


Union leaders had predicted an 
overwhelming margin of victory, but 
the vote was the greatest show> of 
strangth yet displayed by the union 
that started its drive a year ago and 
now claims more than 500 000 of the 
nation’s 570,000 steel workers for its 
members.

which are not being followed general­ 
ly, according to C. C. Compton, asso­ 
ciate entomologist, state Natural His­ 
tory. survey, working cooperatively 
with the College of Agriculture, Uni- 
vèrsity of Illinois. 


"Greenhouse operators can not eco­ 
nomically depend on insecticides and 
fiuhigants alone for thé control of 
greenhouse pests,” he added. ".It is 
Important to ' keep other preventive 
measures in mind. 


"Clovers and weeds growing in and 
under benches always breed red spid­ 
ers, whitefliés and other insects. Red 
spidèrs on such low growing plants as 
clovers are seldom reached by spray­ 
ing or syringing; and serve as à con­ 
stant breeding groiind. 


"Likewise weeds growing in close 
proximity to the greenhouse are re­ 
sponsible for many failures to combat 
pééts successfully. Rod spiders, whltc- 
ilies, thrlps, aphldis, lace bugs and 
many other pests migrate into the 
greenhouse from weeds growing near­ 
by. Bluc'grass,, is probably the most 
satisfactory ground cover of a per­ 
manent nature for àrëas close to 
greenhouses. In any case it is best to 
keep all weedi èüt. 


"Control Of weed growth in and 
about, the greétìhouse as a preventive 
mcâsuré is especially important, since 
It is almost impossible to exterminate 
insects in thè greenhouse dürîng sum- 
me,r months. As cold weather comerf 
on when the houses are more tightly 
closed, many pests can be completely 
exterminated. Fï>r such work the bet­ 
ter grades of insecticides are most 
economical to use.” 


AcCurac]^ In measuring insecticides 
will save a great deal of expense, 
Compton-explalhed. It Is a well es­ 
tablished /act tiiat Increasing the 
strength of the spray beyond a cer­ 
tain point does not Increase the per­ 
centage of kill and may actually give 
poorer results, ’fo r this reason many 
gì'éénhoùse operators have purchased 
measuring cylinders which make care­ 
ful measurements possible.
